As the new Political Code of Califor- 
nia may not. fall into the hands of all 
‘clergymen, we are desired to call atten- 
tion to the provisions of the Code in re- 
lation to marriages»and deaths, and par- 
ticularly to Section 3082, which imposes 
a heavy penalty for neglect to per! 
ese ‘duties. 'Clergymen require 
each of the Registers of Marriages and 
‘deaths, and Certificates: of Returns for 
each class. . The following are the pra-} 
visions of the Code: 

Section 3074. All persons who per- 
‘form the marriagé ceremony must ‘keep 
a registry of the time’of each marriage 
so celebrated;-the residence, the names 
in full, the place of birth, the age and 
condition of each party, and’ w ether 
either party has ever been before mar- 

-ried ; if so, to whom, nd whéther the 
person with whom.such former marriage 
was contracted is living or dead. 

‘Section 3074, All physicians pro- 
fessional midwives must keep a registry 
of the time of each birth at which they 
assist. professionally, the sex, race and. 
color of the child, ‘and the names and 

residences of the parents.

As a cook, Bridget is an admitted fail- 
ure. But cooking is,it is now very gen- 
erally acknowledged, very much an 
affair of instinct, and this ~in 
etinct seems very strong 1D 
some races and very weak in others; 
though why the French should have it 
highly developed and the Irish be alto 
gether deprived of it, is a question that 
would require an essay to itself. No 
amount of teaching, will make a person 
@ good cook, who is not himself fond of 


palate, for it is the palate which must 
test the value of rules. We may deduce 
from this, the conclusion, which exper- 
lence justifies, that women are not nat- 
nrally good cooks. They have had the 
cookery of the world in their hands for 
several thousand years, bat all 
marked advances in the art, and, indeed 
all that can be called the cultivation of 
it, have been the work of men. ‘“What- 
ever zeal women have displayed in it, 
and whatever excellence they have 
achieved in it, have been the result of 
influences in no way gastronomic, 
and which we might perhaps call emo- 
tional,such as;devotion to male relatives 
or a desire to minister to the pleasure 
of men in general. 

Few or vo women cook a dinner in 


doing it is always the result of affection 
or loyalty—which is, of course, tanta- 
mount to saying that female cookery,as 
a whole is, and always bas been, com- 
paratively poor. As a proof of this, we 
may mention the fact—for fact we think 
it is—that the art of cooking among 
women has declined at any given time 
or place—in the Northern States of the 
Union, for instance—pari passu with the 
growth of female independence. That 
is as the habit or love of ministering to 
men’s tastes has become weaker, the 
interest in cookery has fallen off. There 
are no such cooks among native Amer- 
ican women now as there were fifty years 
ago; and passages in foreign cookery 
books which assume the existence 
among women of strong interest in their 
husbands’ and brothers’ likings, and a 
strong desire to gratify them, furnish 
food for merriment in American house- 
holds. Bridget, therefore can plead, 
first, of all, the general incapacity of 
women as cooks; ; and secondly ,the gen- 
eral falling off in the art under the in- 
fluence of the new ideas. It may be 
that she ought to cultivate assiduously 
or with enthusiasm a calling which all 
other women of the country ostenta- 
tiously despise, but she would be more 
than human if she didso. She imitates 
American women as Closely as she cap, 
and can not live on the same soil with- 
out imbibing their ideas; and, unhappily 
asin all cases of imitation, vices are 
more easily and earlier caught than vir- 
tues.
